PINE GROVE CEMETERY 


Your committee found in looking up quotations on hedge 
and any durable fencing, it could not be purchased within the 
$200, so permanent repairs at back and sides were put in, useing 
the old ribbon wire for part, and two drive gates of rust-proof 
wire with the name plate purchased for the front, leaving 510 
feet of front still unfenced. 


We have quotations on the rust-proof wire, including line 
posts and top rail delivered to Bellows Falls for $336.00. This 
heavily hot galvanized process makes painting unnecessary. 


MAPLE SIDE CEMETERY 


Painting fence three coats, the first coat of red lead, the 
other two either gray or black. Estimated cost, $85.00. Also 
the stone wall needs considerable repairing.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Alstead: 


I am pleased to submit herewith my fifth annual report on 
the condition of the schools. Part of the report you are already 
aware of and that is set down here for a matter of record. 

There were registered in the schools last year 141 pupils, 
84 of whom were in one room schools and 57 in the two room 
schools in the village. Four of these had previously regis- 
tered in some other town. Schools were in session a total of 
347 1/6 half days on the average of a possible 360. The per- 
eent of attendance was 95.1. A good record for rural commu- 
nities, There were 116 visits by the superintendent to the vari- 
ous schools and 15 visits by members of the school board to- 
oether with 281 visits by citizens. 

The organization of the schools this year is as follows.

Standard tests have been given in all schools in grades four 
to eight inclusive in the fundamental subjects. The results have © 
been graphed and compared with other years. Teachers will 
eladly go over these with any parent and explain the standing 
of any child in these groups. We are pleased with the results. 

The Forristall school jumped this year from an enrollment 
of an average of seven last year pupils to seventeen this year. 
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Some of these are withdrawing but there is now left a good 
sized rural school. Owing to the dissatisfaction there last year 
and in previous years with the teachers’ qualifications it was 
thought best to try for a better class of teacher than we could 
get for the money available for a teacher in the open market. 
Accordingly the Keene Normal school has been engaged to send 
four teachers for the year. The only drawback comes from the 
many changes for the pupils to get acquainted with during the 
year. The type of work done by the girls has been better than 
could possibly be bought for the money elsewhere. I can 
find none who are dissatisfied at the present moment. 

The Legion Spelling contest was a decided boom for the 
benefit of spelling in the schools as well as for the general 
interest aroused on behalf of the public. It is very commend- 
able that it is planned to hold a contest this coming spring. 
Mildred Hatch won the prize for the lower grades and for the 
East Alstead school. Jean Small won first prize for the upper 
grades. Lorraine Howe won the prize for the same grades in 
the speaking contest. The Legion did a real service. Most ex- 
tensive repairs were made at Kast Alstead school. These had 
been needed for a long time and are being thoroughly enjoyed 
although all that ought to be done could not be completed with 
_the money available. At any rate the building is in respectable 
shape. A new floor was laid, new windows added and the old 
ones rearranged, the walls painted a light color in one room, 
the underpinning partly relaid and revamped and -new chemical 
toilets installed. This latter is probably the most important 
change except the arrangement of the windows and desks. The 
porch and steps were also rebuilt and a new door hung: The 
wood shed, nearly down, was torn down and rebuilt in a better 
position and more solidly. Altogether the amount of repairs 
made were very much needed and very creditably executed. 

The Grammar room in the village school was redecorated 
and put into an attractive condition. New steps were also 
built here and were necessary for a matter of safety. 

The Center school now is the poorest building so far as the 
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physical welfare of the children is concerned. The principal 
difficulty here is in the plastering. I recommend a new steel 
ceiling and wall covering of the same material. The windows 
* on the southwest side ought to be enlarged to allow proper 
lighting. The hall way of the Forristall school is not very 
alluring to one entering to put it lightly. 

Alstead has done much of late to repair the schools and to 
bring them up to sanitary and wholesome conditions. 

The tendency for pupils to continue on into high school is. 
increasing from year to year. We have now 14 in high school. 
The first year of high school work was discontinued last year 
because few wanted the courses we could offer. 

There is much to commend in the work of the teachers. 
There is a splendid spirit among the pupils in all save one 
school. The parents seem alert to the needs of the children 
and patrons are aware of the duties owed to future generations. 
With these there is great hope for the welfare of the schools 
in the town. : 

I take this opportunity to express my appreciation of your 
great cooperation and assistance. An expression of apprecia- 
tion is due the voters for making our plans carry out by their 
support with money and also to Mr. John Campbell for his 
gift toward the repairs on the East school.
